Pelvic Inflammatory Disease 
(PID) is a common and serious 
sexually transmitted disease 
(STD), and involves infection of 
the female upper reproductive 
tract.The annual rate of these 
tube and ovary infections has 
been reported to be moré than 
10 per 1000 women under. the 
age of 40. 

Pain and discharge are the 
common presenting symptoms, 
but long-term problems are 
also common. Infertility caused 
by scarring in the Fallopian 
tubes, as well as tubal preg- 
-nancies and chronic pelvic 
pain, occur in more than a fifth 
‘of PID victims. 

The bacteria responsible’ for 
gonorrhea and Chlamydia are 
the main causes of PID. Anoth- 
er danger, however, is all of the 
other possible infections that 
can be acquired during unpro- 
tected: sex. These include, of 
course, infection with HIV, the 
virus that causes AIDS.

Tm a’caucasian male and I was recently, incar- 
cerated in the Palm.Beach County Jail in Belle 
Glade. 

I am now 57 years old and this was my first 
experience at being locked up. As I was being 
booked in I noticed that there were 112 inmates 
and I would be the sécond of two caucasians. 

If ever I had an opportunity to understand dis- 
crimination, from the: black cémmunity, this 
would have been the time, but it did not happen. 

I want to express my appreciation and my new 
view of understanding that I experienced from 
the black brothers who were incarcerated with 
me. I was treated with nothing but respect for 
the six days. I was locked up. 

"Lama Vietnam Veteran. Although I would not 
want to spend one more day in that situation, 1 
would niot take anything for the experience. And, 
so it was with my incarceration in the county 
jail. 

I was asked time, and again.by the black 
inmates if I had enough food to eat. I had a neck 
problem and: different. ones came" to me and 
asked if they could give me their pillow to ease 
my pain.
